Very  good.  But  suppose  that,  instead  of  authorizing  re¬ 
sistance  to  the  collection  of  the  whisky  tax,  the  “usurping 
individuals”  above  mentioned,  had  proceeded  still  further. 
Suppose  they  had  assumed  to  authorize  the  enslavement  of 
a  majority  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  in  Pennsylva¬ 
nia,  by  a  minority  of  them,  as  is  now  done  in  South  Caro¬

We  think  no  state  paper,  so  remarkable,  bae  ever  appeared, 
from  a  chief  Executive  in  this  country — perhaps  in  any  oth¬

The  cool,  decisive  maimer  with  which  the  President,  all 
through  a  certain  portion,  identifies  hiuuelf  with  the  South¬ 
ern  States,  and  speaks  with  perfect  naivete  from  their  point 
of  view,  ia  the  first  strikiug  feature. 

The  coolneee  with  which  he  turns  round  upon  the  Nor¬ 
thern  States,  and  charges  upon  them  the  whole  guilt  and 
responsibility  of  the  extravaganzas  now  going  oti  in  the 
South,  is  another  feature. 

The  coolness  with  which,  from  first  to  last,  he  ignores  the 
existence  of  any  moral  and  religious  sense,  as  forming  any 
component  element  in  regulating  national  movements,  is 
another,  and  very  striking  one.  “The  fool  hath  said  in  his 
heart  there  is  no  God,”  said  David,  in  his  time.  David  had 
not  sesu  the  bottom  of  atheism.  The  fool  he  speaks  of  had 
it  seems,  raised  the  question.  It  had  occurred  to  him  as  a 
possibility.  It  was  left  for  the  XlXth  century  to  show  a 
specimen  of  a  state  paper,  proposing  to  a  Christian  nation 
to  become,  more  formally  than  ever  they  had  been  before, 
robbers,  kidnappers,  and  piratee-without  betraying  through 
a  line  that  a  God  had  ever  been  beard  of  in  America — un¬ 
less  it  be  in  certain  customary  rhetorical  phrases  at  the 

The  South  is  ail  in  an  uproar,  he  tolls  us — they  cannot 
alecp  nights  for  fear  of  servile  insurrection,  and  of  course 
somebody  is  to  b Unite  for  this,  and  something  must  be  done. 
Who  is  to  blame  T 

There  arc  four  million  men  and  women — some  of  them 
hlack,  and  some  of  them  white — whom  the  Southern  law, 
systematically,  and  with  logical  accuracy  not  to  be  misun¬ 
derstood,  has  stripped  even  of  the  name  of  human  beings, 
and  declared  not  persons  but  things  ; — they  cannot  sue  or 
be  sued — they  canuot  buy  or  sell — they  eannot  own  a  foot 
of  land— they  cannot  form  a  legal  marriage— they  cannot 
own  or  educate  their  own  children — their  family  lores  are 
all  accidents  of  bargain  and  sale — they  eannot  learn  to  read 


or  write — they  eannot  raise  a  band  against  the  will  of  any 
white  person,  who  may  choose  to  insult  or  dishonor  them¬ 
selves  or  wives  or  children,  on  pain  of  death  : — and  yet,  a- 
mong  this  mass  of  struggling,  repressed  human  life,  arc 
multitude*  of  men,  more  vigorous  physically  than  their 
masters,  with  all  the  energy  given  by  the  constant  habit  ef 
work,  with  all  the  fire  and  pride  which  comes  from  being 
born  of  white  fathers  ;  and  thus  repressed,  the  South  herself 
is  constantly  tampering  with  and  stimulating  them  to  insur- 

What  are  these  madmen  now  doing,  as  they  sit  on  their 
powder-magazine  and  fire  hot  shot  to  right  and  left  ? 

In  the  theatres  of  South  Carolina,  they  are  singing,  in  the 
ears  of  an  impressible  nervous  people,  who  are  quick  to 
catch  both  tune  and  words,  that  furious  Marseillaise,  which 
seems  to  breathe  the  very  roar  of  a  wild  and  angry  mob  of 
1  barbarians  They  lorget  who  listens  while  they  sing  :

No;  none  of  these  tend  to  servile  in¬ 
surrection — not  a  hit  of  it — it’s  the  North :  the  wicked, 
truculent,  horrid  North,  who  are  constantly  declaring 
things  they  have  no  business  to,  iu  sermons,  magazines, 
poem*.  and  speeches. 

The  North  keeps  expressing  an  opinion  on  such  delicate 
points  as  adultery,  robbery,  pirucy,  kidnapping.  They  nro 
not  convinced  yet,  and  don’t  seem  likely  to  be,  that  those 
|  are  reputable  courses.  The  North  will  bold  that  a  mau  is 
a  man— that  all  men  were  created  free  and  equal,  and  have 
J  equal  rights  to  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness. 

The  North  holds  that  it  is  wicked  to  forbid  marriage  to  a 
i  whole  community  ;  that  men  ought  to  have  rights  to  their 
wivos  :  that  it  is  a  shame  io  sell  children  from  their  parent’s 
arms ;  that  it  ia  a  greater  shame  for  a  man  to  sell  bis  own 
sons  and  daughters.  They  have  these  opinions,  in  common 
with  all  civilized  nations,  and  mean  to  act  upon  them — and 
the  President  thinks  it  is  the  defending  ot  such  ideas  as 
■  those  has  made  all  the  difficulty. 

The  remedy  he  proposes  is  'quite  as  remarkable.  lie 
say*  :  “After  all,  the  Constitution  gives  only  such  an  aro- 
I  higuous  foothold  to  this  state  of  things,  that  it  is  impossible 
|i  to  convince  the  majority  of  the  North  that  it  supports  them 
at  all.  The  way  to  do  is  to  alter  the  Constitution  of  the 
(1'uitcd  Slates  so  os  fully,  freely,  and  clearly  to  admit  and 
tgnlizc  slavery,  aud  agitation  will  cease.” 

\  Agitation  cease '  It  reminds  us  of  an  anecdote  of  an  old' 
hlack  slave-women  calling  herself  “Sojourner  Truth,"  who 
sat  in  tlie  front  ranks  once  in  an  AboUlion  meeting,  wheu 
Frederick  Douglas,  fired  with  die  wrongs  of  his  race,  and 
the  despairs  of  the  white  race,  declared  that  there  was 
neither  hopo  nor  help  for  the  slave  but  in  their  own  right 

In  the  pause  that  followed  this  appeal.  Sojournar  lifted 
her  dark  face,  working  with  intense  feeling,  aud  said  in  a 
low,  deep  voice,  which  was  beard  in  every  corner  of  the 

“Frederick,  is  God  dead  ?"  * 

Let  that  old  black  slave-woman's  question  ring  through 
this  nation,  a«  then  it  rang  through  Faoeuil  Halh  To  all 
who  hope  or  dream  to  put  down  agitation  by  a  covenant 
with  death  and  an  agreement  with  hell,  old  Africa  rises, 
and  raising  her  poor  maimed,  scarred  hand  to  heaven, 
asks  us — 

“Is  God  Dead*” 

*  Thi*  was  the  utte  rance  of  a  sublime  Christian  faith,  high  above 
all  the  deduction*  of  ratiocination,  or  mere  human  reason,  which 
looks  oa  outward  appearance*  only,  and  depends  on  calculation*  of 
result*.  God,  may,  in  reproof  and  punishment  of  our  unbelief, 
distrust,  and  imbecility,  permit  the  problem  of  deliverance  to  be 
Worked  out  in  blood.  But  if  he  doe*,  it  will  only  confirm,  instead 
of  refuting  the  maxim  of  divine  wisdom.  ‘according  to  your  faith 
be  4  onto  yon"— Give  os  but  seven  thousand  men,  with  the  faith 
ot  ‘‘Sojourner  Truth"  and  not  many  mouth*  would  intervene  before 
politician*  evep,  would  discover  the  peaceful  solution  of  our

The  clouds  of  smoke  and  dust  that,  for  several  weeks 
past,  have  rested  upon  the  political  horizon  hare  begun  to 
lift,  a  little,  at  intervals,  sufficiently  to  afford  some  casual 
glimpses  of  the  various  objects  that  have  been  concealed 
beneath  them.  Though  some  things  still  continue  to  Is* 
shrouded  in  mists  of  obscurity,  there  are  others  that  begin 
to  take  on  (orm  and  acquire  distinctness  of  outline  Of  these 
wc  may  now  venture  to  say  a  few  things. 

1  The  Object  or  the  Secession  Movement. — This  is 
not,  and  has  not  been,  any  desire  or  intention  of  a  perma¬ 
nent  separation  of  the  seoeeding  States  from  the  Union. 
With  exception,  perhaps,  of  a  few  thoughtless  zealots,  of  no 
great  weight  in  the  counsels  of  the  secessionists,  nothing  has 
been  farther  from  their  intentions  or  expectations  than  any 
thiugof  the  kind.  The  plan,  the  object,  and  the  expectation 
centered  in  this  programme  of  operations.  By  actually  of" 
ceediog,  it  ia  expected  to  work  upon  the  cupidity,  the  fears, 
and  the  perverted  patriotism  of  the  Northern  people,  iuid 
thus  procure  from  them  soroo  further  concessions  in  favor  of 
slavery,  as  a  condition  of  the  reconstruction  of  tho  dis¬ 
membered  fragments  of  tho  Union  on  a  basts  which  shall 
secure  all  that  slaveholders  have  ever  claimed,  all  that  they 
have  over  dosired. 

Not  a  word  has  been  lisped  from  the  secessionists  or  from 
their  Northern  sympathisers,  looking  at  all  in  the  direction 
of  any  concession  on  the  part  of  the  pro-slavery  extremists, 
any  relaxation  of  their  extravagant  claims,  any  relinquish- 
meut  of  their  flagrant  and  unconstitutional  aggressions,  any 
cessation  of  their  outrages  upon  Northern  citizens,  any 
apologies  for  the  past,  any  security  or  oven  promises  for  tho 
future.  Ou  the  other  hand,  tho  North  is  called  upon  to 
give  up  everything,  and  allow  slavery  full  scope,  in  every 
direction.  The  finality  of  Judge  Taney’s  opinion  iu  tho  case 
of  Dred  Scott,  tho  right  to  carry  slaves  into  the  Territories 
and  to  bo  protected  in  holding  them  there,  tho  right  to  re¬ 
cover  fugitive  slaves,  under  tho  fugitive  slave  bill,  os  it  now 
stands,  or  under  severer  penalties,  the  right  of  transit  in 
carrying  slaves  through  the  free  States,  tho  right  of  sojourn 
in  the  free  States  with  slave  servants,  and  even,  iu  reality, 
the  right  of  rlavoholding  under  Federal  protection,  iu  all 
the  States  of  the  Union  ;  in  other  words,  the  right  of  estab¬ 
lishing  slavery  in  all  the  States,  and  consequently,  the  right 
to  put  an  end  to  freedom  of  speech  and  of  the  press,  against 
slavery,  at  the  North  as  well  as  at  the  South.  Tho  com. 
plaint  that  the  Northern  press  and  the  Northern  pulpit,  to 
a  limited  extent— alas!  haw  limited!  stigmatizes  slavery 
and  slave  holding  as  sinful,  has  been  made  and  is  still  made 
quite  a  pmmiuetil  item  in  the  list  of  grtecanees  to  be  redress- 
td,  before  the  sececding  States  can  consent  to  come  again  in¬ 
to  the  Federal  Union.  The  repeal  of  all  our  Personal  Liber¬ 
ty  bills  of  all  shades,  so  ms  bo  leave  tho  Southern  kidnap¬ 
pers  at  perfect  liberty  to  sieve  and  abduct  whomsoever  the y 
plcase,  boud  or  free,  black  or  white  (for  the  Fugitive  Slave 
bill,  liko  the  Constitution,  says  nothing  of  slaves,  or  of  race 
or  color)  is  among  the  most  prominent  of  the  Southern  de¬ 
mands,  and— strange  to  tell,  the  very  one  which,  from  pre¬ 
sent  appearances  seems  most  likely  to  be  conceded  by  the 
North,  so  far  as  the  present  action  of  politicians  of  all  par¬ 
ties,  are  concerned. 

And  this  introduces  us  to  a  second  glimpse  at  the  things 
that  begin  to  be  most  clearly  decerned. 

U.  The  Probable  Course  or  thk  Republican  Party 

AKO  or  THE  INCOMING  ADMINISTRATION,  IN  K ASPECT  TO 
these  Pro-slavert  DEMANDS. — Much  has  deen  said,  pro 
and  con,  in  respect  to  this  topic.  Sometimes  the  leading 
journals  eff  the  party  appear  to  have  some  back  bone,  aud 
to  my  out  against  “compromise’’  in  a  tone  that  almost  en¬ 
courages  one  to  hope  that  they  are  in  earnest.  Again,  at 
other  times,  the  exhortation  to  moderation,  forbearance  and 
oonciliotioo,  are  calculated  to  give  the  reader  quite  the  con 
traiy  impression.  W  e  have  been  puxxled  with  the  seeming 
discrepancy,  for  some  time ;  and  have  been  studying  the 
phenomenon  with  as  much  attention  as  we  have  been  able 


,  to  bestow  upon  it.  The  results  of  our  investigations  and  re- 
|  flections  arc  these- 

Tberc  is  just  on  thing  that  tho  Republican  leaders  are  I 
(  inflexibly  determined  not  to  yield.  They  will  in  no  contin-  | 
I  goney,  n«r  for  any  consideration,  relinquish  their  Constitu- 1 
tional  rights  to  inaugurate  the  President  elect,  on  the  fourth 
|  of  March.  They  have  worked  hard,  expended  much,  and 
I  have  wormed  themselves  into  almost  all  shapes  to  catch  and 
group  together  in  the  same  ballot  boxes  a  sufficient  number 
[  of  pro-slavery  and  anti-slavery  votes  to  secure  the  election 
of  their  candidate*.  With  no  small  «  ear  and  tear  of  self- 
respect  and  of  conscience,  they  have  gained  their  object, 
j  They  have  won  the  game  and  arc  entitled  to  the  stakes. 

I  And  they  have  no  idea  of  being  wheedled  or  frightened  out 
of  the  po*ts  of  honor  and  profit  belonging  to  them.  Sot  I 
they They  hare  too  much  regard  to  the  will  of  the  sove¬ 
reign  people  and  to  Uie  supremacy  of  the  Constitution,  in 
this  case,  to  nllow  the  prize  to  slip  out  of  their  fingers,  at  the 
last  Mr.  Lincoln  if  to  be  inaugurated  in  some  way,  by  hook 
or  crook,  cost  what  it  may. 

With  equal  unanimity,  too,  they  arc  opposed  to  allowing 
the  Constitutional  right  of  the  slave  States  to  secede.  Ou 
this  point,  they  argue  with  all  Presidents  of  the  United 
States,  when  in  office,  not  oxoopting  M r.  Buchanan.  What 
they  will  do  to  prevent  secession  does  not  clearly  appear, 
nor  whether  they  will  do  otherwise  than  follow  the  lend  of 
I  Mr.  Buchanan  iu  that  matter. 

Beyond  these  points,  wc  arc  unnblo,  as  yet,  to  discern 
any  clear  indications  that  tho  incoming  administration  is 
likely  to  take  any  definite  stand  against  the  claims  of  the 
slave  power.  They  only  point  us  to  their  ambiguous  Chi¬ 
cago  platform,  bidding  us  deevpber  it  as  wc  best  may,  and 
to  the  by-gone  utterances  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  consisting  chiefly 
|  of  disclaimers  of  any  intention  to  commit  aggressions  on 
tho  rights  (?)  of  slaveholders.  On  one  point,  the  Republi¬ 
can  Representatives  in  Congress,  with  exception  of  fourteen 
members,  have  taken  a  downward  stop,  and  bowed  down 
lower  to  the  slave  power  than  any  political  pnny  had,  in 
that  direction,  before  done.  Whigs,  Democrats,  and  Re¬ 
publicans  had  united  in  passing  Personal  Liberty  bills,  to 
prevent  the  kidnapping  of  tho  free,  under  the  pretense  of 
their  being  slaves.  Petitions  to  the  Legislature  of  New 
York  last  Winter,  for  tho  most  Radical  Personal  Liberty 
bill  in  the  power  of  abolitionists  to  draw  up,  were  numer¬ 
ously  and  eagerly  signed,  and  by  quite  av  many  Democrats 
as  Republicans.  And  when  the  failure  of  tho  Legislature 
to  pass  such  a  bill  became  known,  the  petitioners  were 
quieted  with  assurances  that  it  was  only  because  the  pending 
Presidential  election  rendered  it  impolitic  to  do  anything  un¬ 
til  a  Republican  administration  of  the  Federal  Government 
should  be  first  secured,  so  that  there  might  be  no  conflict  be¬ 
tween  the  State  and  National  authorities.  After  the  nomin¬ 
ation  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  and  the  publication  of  bis  debates  with 
Mr.  Douglas,  in  which  he  had  expressed  himself  in  favor  of 
some  law  of  the  rendition  of  fugitive  slaves,  bad  put  a  damper 
upon  these  assurances,  it  was  still  pleaded  that  the  repeal  or  the 
fugitive  slave  bill  was  of  little  consequence,  as  it  could  he  ren¬ 
dered  inoperative  by  the  legislation  of  the  Stater.  But  now, 
all  the  Republican  Represeutives  in  Congress  except  fourteen, 
have  joined  with  the  slaveholders  and  their  confederates  in 
i  recommending  the  repeal  of  the  Personal  liberty  bills  that 
have  been  passed  by  the  States.  Immediately  upofl  the  heels  of 
i  this  vote,  another  vote  of  the  House,  with  but  forty-foar  dis¬ 
senting  votes,  aseented  to  the  safety  of  inaugurating  Mr.  Lin¬ 
coln,  a  vote  evidently  obtained  in  return  for  the  Republican 
vote  against  Personal  liberty  bills! 

Ami  the  Republican  Representatives  who  thus  voted,  were 
well  aware  (for  the  fact  had  been  stated  by  some  of  them,  and 
Republican  journals  bad  been  calling  attention  to  it),  that  all 
those  Personal  liberty  bills  were  framed,  solely,  to  prevent  the 
kidnapping  of  the  fret— not  to  prevent  the  rendition  of  slaves, 
with  the  single  exception  of  the  law  of  Vermont. 

So  that  the  Congressional  ticket  for  the  admission  of  Mr. 

;  Lincoln  to  the  Presidential  chair,  was  purchased  by  the  ree- 
,  ommendation  to  the  States  to  surrender  the  most  important 
|  of  their  “State  rights  ” — the  right  of  protecting  their  own  free 
I  citizens  from  being  kidnapped  into  slavery.  As  though  it 
,  were  not  sufficiently  humiliating  for  a  free  State  to  permit  a 
judicial  inquiry  into  the  question  whether  some  of  its  inhabit 
ants  were  not  slaves,  the  majority  of  the  Republican  members 
I  recommended  that  the  citizens  of  the  free  States,  inciading.  j 
,  of  course,  themselves,  should  have  no  legal  protection,  by  the  , 


State  or  the  Nation,  from  being  reduced  to  chattel  slavery, 
at  the  rpse  dixit  of  a  kidnapper,  and  a  bribed  commisioner ! 

We  say  th  e.  because  every  one  who  has  read  the  fugitive 
slave  bill,  well  knows  that  it  provides  do  legal  security*  for 
the  protection  of  any  one  seized  under  it :  and  that  it  makes 
no  discrimination  between  a  black  man  and  a  white  man, 
(though  whites  have  sometimes  been  seized,)  and.  like  the 
Constitution  itself,  says  nothing  of  slaves,  leaving  each  of  the 
Representatives  themselves,  no  legal  protection,  if  seized. 

If  their  constituents  can  bear  of  all  ibis,  without  indigna¬ 
tion,  they  will  come  nearer  to  deserving  enslavement  them¬ 
selves,  on  the  ground  of  their  being  servile,  and  just  fitted  for 
the  condition,  than  the  black  slaves  of  the  South  !  Such  in¬ 
deed,  is.  at  this  moment,  the  position  of  those  representative* 
themselves!  We  deliberately  pronounce  it  the  deepest  de¬ 
gradation  to  which  the  non  slavebolding  States  have  ever  yet 
been  reduotd.  And  into  tills  degradation  they  have  been 
plunged,  by  tbe  professed  champions  of  their  rights,  ano  as 
the  price  of  the  consent  of  the  slaveholders  to  tbe  inauguration 
of  Mr.  Lincoln,  who  was  elected  to  pot  a  stop  to  tbe  rule  of 
the  slave  power,  before  which  their  representatives  bare  thus 
prostrated  themselves.  The  “white  man’s  party,’’  par  excel . 
lenct,  in  tbe  persons  of  their  representatives,  bare  voted  to 
place  their  legal  safe-guards  upon  a  par  with  that  of  the 
slaves  ! 

The  lifting  of  the  cloud  has  given  us  a  glimpse  of  this  sight. 
Hot,  thank  God,  it  has  given  us  a  glimpse  at  another  right, 
more  pleasing  and  hopeful.  It  has  disclosed, 

III.  TnK  STRAITS  TO  W1IICII  THE  SLAVEHOLDERS  ARE  DRIV¬ 
EN— TllEIS  role  ground  or  iiofe. — Tbe  coDfeasioo  has  been 
extorted  from  them  that  slavery  cannot  continne  to  exist,  un¬ 
der  a  faithful  administration  of  the  Constitution  as  it  is  1— that 
the  Constitution  is  anti-slavery,  and  must  be  exchanged  for  a 
pro  slavery  Constitution,  as  the  condition  of  their  returning 
into  the  Union,  or  remaining  in  it. 

The  pretended  “compromises  of  tbe  Constitution,’’  and  of 
its  “guarantees  of  slavery”  have  had  their  day.  “A  very 
large  proportion  of  tbe  people  of  the  United  States,”  gays  the 
President's  Message,  cannot  lie  made  to  believe  in  them,  and 
therefore  a  new  Constitution,  so  far  as  slavery  is  concerned, 
must  be  substituted  in  its  place.  Tbe  authority  of  tbe  Su¬ 
preme  Court,  in  tbe  case  of  Dred  Scott,  has  indeed  pro¬ 
nounced  the  Constitution  to  be  pro-slavery,  but  the  people 
ore  not  satisfied.  The  President  in  his  Kansas  Message,  liko 
wise  affirmed  it.  Bat  still  the  people  are  not  satisfied.  The 
truth  iB,  the  President  knows  better  himself.  And  so  do  tbe 
slaveholders.  With  united  voice  they  cbime  in,  aod  clamor 
for  an  ameuded  Constitution  that  shall  protect  slavery.  A 
President  has  been  elected,  by  the  votes  of  men  who  do  not 
believe  in  the  Dred  Scott  decision,  nor  in  the  President's 
Kansas  Message — do  not  believe  that  the  Cooetitatioo  carries 
slavery  with  it  into  tbe  Territories.  President  Buchanan  and 
tbe  slaveholders  know  that  (whatever  tbe  Republicans  may  be¬ 
lieve,  or  profess  to  believe,  or  whatever  they  may  disclaim  be¬ 
lieving  or  intending.)  if  the  Constitution  does  not  protect  sla¬ 
very  in  the  Territories,  and  in  all  tbe  States,  then  it  protect# 
slavery  in  none  of  tbe  States  ;  and  that,  if  it  does  not  protect 
it,  then  it  forbids  it.  They  know  that  tbe  people  are  in  pro¬ 
cess  of  learning  all  this — and  they  cannot  be  persuaded  that 
the  Republican  leaders— notwithstanding  their  disclaimers— 
are  so  verdant  os  not  to  have  learned  it  themselves.  The 
President,  his  Cabinet,  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the 
Senators  and  Representatives  of  tbe  last  Cougreas,  were  each 
supplied  with  a  copy  of  Spooner’s  Unconetiluiionality  of  Sla¬ 
very,  aod  with  “Our  National  Charters.*”  For  the  meet  part, 
especially  by  tbe  slaveholders,  they  have  doubtless  been  stud¬ 
ied.  And  now  we  have  the  verdict  in  their  case. 

The  Constitution  as  it  is,  toill  iwt  do  for  slaveholders  and 
slaves  to  live  under.  Therefore  South  Carolina  secedes,  and 
other  States  threaten  to  6tcede — not  expecting  nor  deririm? 
to  stay  out  of  tbe  Uuion,  bat  desiring  and  expecting  to  get  tl* 
Constitution  changed  for  a  pro-slavery  one. 

This  is  the  philosophy  of  tbe  whole  movement.  This  is  'be 
programme  now  enacting  before  ns.  Tbe  scheme  was  weU- 
matured,  before  band.  Tib- conspiracy  was  extensive.  North 
aod  South.  The  President :e  Message  was  to  soaod  the  key 
note,  and  all  the  rest  were  to  re-eebo  it  It  has  been  done.

Hr.  Hagrath.  I  think  the  (pedal  matter  ef  the  ordinance 
should  be  immediately  considered.

however,  to  he  implicated  ns  sanctioning  tbe  idea  that  there  is 
no  lawful  authority  within  tbe  limits  of  the  state  except  the 
general  government. 

Mr.  Oregg— After  South  Carolina  abrogated  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  are  its  laws  still  in  force  f  I  think  not. 
All  the  laws  of  Congress  fall  instantly  to  the  ground  on  the 
act  of  secession. 

Hr.  Chores—  A*  an  immenac  chasm  will  be  made  in  the 
law,  and  as  it  is  necessary  to  avoid  inconvenience  to  the  peo¬ 
ple,  are  most  make  some  temporary  arrangements  to  carry  on 
the  government 

Hr.  Gregg  —There  is  no  law  on  the  subject  of  the  collection  of 
the  datim  in  South  Carolina  now.  We  have  now  accomplished 
the  work  after  forty  yearn. 

Hr.  Hayne— ' The  Congress  of  the  United  States  is  no  longer 
our  government.  It  will  be  for  our  legislature  to  say  what 
laws  of  the  United  States  shall  be  continued  and  wbat  not. 
The  simple  act  of  secession  does  not  abrogatu  all  the  laws.  We 
havo  a  great  many  laws  on  our  statute  books  which  were 
passed  by  the  Governor  and  the  Privy  Council. 

Mr.  Gregg— The  President  of  the  United  States  has  thrown 
down  the  gauntlet  in  his  Message.  He  has  said  that  it  was  his 
duty  to  collect  the  revenue,  and  that  be  would  do  it.  On  one 
aide,  the  federal  government  claims  the  right  and  declares  its 
intention  to  execute  the  power  of  collecting  revenue  in  our 
porta ;  on  the  other  side,  we  have  declared  that  we  are  free.  1 
desire  no  compromise.  It  is  neceesary  to  maintain  the  fifteen 
to  twenty  per  cent,  duties  imposed  by  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States!  Should  these  duties  continue  to  bo  levied  our 
people  will  suffer  a  terrible  calamity.  For  carrying  the  mails 
let  the  present  contracts  be  assumed  by  South  Carolina  Instead 
of  the  United  States. 

Ur.  Rhett— This  groat  revolution  must  go  on  with  as  little 
danger  os  possible 'to  the  country.  By  making  the  federal 
agents  oars,  the  machinery  will  move  on.  The  federal  laws  of 
taxation  must  not  exist  over  us.  I  trust  that  the  present  sys¬ 
tem  of  taxation  has  fallen  forever. 

Mr.  Barnwell- -Wo  have  seceded  from  the  United  States,  and 
established  our  independence.  We  can't  allow  the  United 
States  to  exercise  authority  over  us  any  more.  Let  postal  con¬ 
venience  be  sacrificed  if  necessary.  There  never  was  anything 
purchased  worth  having,  unless  it  cost  a  sacrifice.

The  Boston  Allot  publishes  the  following  private  letter 
to  a  gentleman  in  thnt  City,  which  gives  an  interesting  ac- 
count  of  affaire  at  Charleston.  Tho  writer  was  at  one  time 
connected  with  the  Army,  but  resigned  his  commission  some 
year*  since  Ho  speaks,  therefore,  somewhat  more  as  an 
expert  than  many  who  have  written  : 

Charleston,  Dec.  13,  I860. 

Dear - :  In  my  travel  northward  1  arrived  at  this  > 

place  three  days  ago'  and  have  wailed  here  partly  with  a 
hope  to  see  my  friend  the  Major,  without  being  interfered 
with,  by  any  of  the  spies  and  sneaks  that  so  abound  here,  in 
tbeoO  troublous  times,  aud  partly  with  a  notion  of  seeing 
some  of  the  military  preparations  that  are  going  on. 

Through  the  criminal  neglect  of  the  authorities  at  Wash¬ 
ington  the  defenc-  of  the  torts  in  the  harbor  will  depend 
more  ou  their  intrinsic  strength  than  on  any  power  that  can 
be  brought  against  their  assailants.  Mooitne  ought  to  be 


garrisoned  by  800  men.  and  Sumter  by  500,  and  Castle 
Pinckney  by  at  least  200.  The  fortifications  at  Charleston 
would  entitle  it,  in  case  of  a  foreign  war  and  a  siege,  in  the 
dignity  at  least  of  a  brigade  post,  and  here  we  have  now. 
with  a*  prospect  of  isolation  from  the  city,  whence  in  war  the 
soldi-rs  would  derive  their  principal  succors,  and  with  that 
city  at  war  with  the  forts,  a  petty  skeleton  of  a  major’s  com¬ 
mand — two  incomplete  companies.  But  Maj.  Anderson, 
who  won  his  brevet  at  the  bloodiest  battle  eTer  fought,  Mo- 
lino  del  Ray,  is  determined  that  no  court-martial  shall  ever 
censure  biin  for  cowardice  or  neglect  of  duty,  and  that  the 
country  shall  say,  had  the  President  done  his  duty  half  as 
well  as  he,  no  blood  would  have  dimmed  the  lustre  of  fra- 

Fort  Moultrie,  the  only  garrisoned  place,  is  situated  on 
Sullivan’s  Island,  and  is  an  irregular  fortification,  of  about 
the  sixe  and  look  of  Fort  Independence,  but  approaching 
poorer  to  the-  parallelogram  in  form.  The  four  angles  of 
this  parallelogram  are  protected  by  out- works  of  the  Redan 
form,  aud  the  whole  fort  is  snrroutided  by  a  moat,  which 
bas  been  carefully  cleared  lately,  and  which  is  completely 
commanded  by  flanking  guns  on  tho  out-works.  Outside  of 
the  moat  is  a  glacis,  or  sloping  wall,  of  sand  and  loam,  tarf- 
ed  ovor,  and  swept  by  the  gnn*  of  the  fort  in  every  direc¬ 
tion  The  counter  scarp  is  defended  from  escalade’ by  pali-  ' 
sades,  projecting  downward,  with  sharpened  ends.  Over 
150  men  have  been  constantly  engaged  in  the  work  of  clear¬ 
ing  the  defences  of  the  accumulated  sand  drift  of  years, 
since  tbe  secession  epidemic  liegnti  to  spread,  and  it  is  just 
possible  that  these  may  turn  out  in  the  end  to  be  enlisted 
men  of  engineers,  and  combatants  in  any  fracas  that  may 
ensae.  Sullivan’s  Island  is  said  to  he  extensively  mined, 
and  it  may  happen,  that  in  case  of  an  assault,  some  gentle¬ 
men  will  find  themselves  traveling  skyward  under  the  pro- 
pulsire  force  of  gunpowder.  Against  this  fort  the  Secession¬ 
ist*  are  erecting  two  batteries,  one  at  tho  end  of  the  island 
nnd  the  other  on  tho  mainland.  I  do  not  know  of  their  hav¬ 
ing  any  heavy  guns  or  material  of  siege,  but  have  heard  of 
mortars  being  ordered  from  New-Yorit.  Sales  of  arms  to 
Secessionists  would  seem  to  be  treason,  hut  the  mercantile 
conscience  is  elastic. 

Fort  Sumpter  stands  near  the  middle  of  the  harbor,  at  the 
edge  of  the  channel.  This  has  no  garrison,  but  ha-*  nbout 
100  to  150  workmen  engaged  in  puttiug  the  defences  in  order 
and  mounting  the  guns  (enlisted  min  of  engineers  ?).  This 
fort  is  said  to  contain  an  immense  quantity  of  powder,  shot 
and  shell,  mounts  140  cannon,  many  of  them  ten-inch  shot, 
and  shell  guns  of  great  range  and  accuracy,  and  could  be 
defended  by  a  handful  of  mon  against  an  army. 

Castle  Pinckney  derives  its  chief  importance,  at  this  time, 
front  the  fact  that  the  city  may  be  shelled  from  it.  In  a 
strategic  point  of  view,  it  is  of  less  importance  thnu  the  oth¬ 
ers,  at  tho  present  crisis. 

Another  thing  which  makes  me  doubt  the  military  ardor 
of  tbe  “cockades,”  is  tho  fact  that,  up  to  this  day,  no  gentle¬ 
man  has  been  found  willing  to  be  military  euginccr  of  the 
State,  in  its  approaching  contest.  Tho  batteries  I  have  spok 
en  of,  are  an  amateur  construction,  built  by  ordinary  la¬ 
borers.  And  no  systematic  assault  ou  Moultrie  could  be 
mado  without  a  well-constructed  pontoon  train,  under  the 
charge  of  an  experienced  military  engineer.  This  can  hard¬ 
ly  vet  be  hod  ,  and  so,  in  spite  of  the  talk  of  the  fire-eaters, 

I  do  not  think  that  any  immediate  systematic  assault  on  Fort 
Moultrie  will  be  had. 

WITHDRAWAL  or  THE  WITH  CAROLIN  A  REPRE¬ 
SENTATIVE* 

The  South  Carolina  Delegation  concluded  this  morning  to 
send  a  communication  to  tho  Speaker,  announcing  their 
withdrawal,  and  not  to  appear  on  tbe  floor,  as  they  cou- 
ceivcd  themselves  as  having  no  right  there.  The  communi 
cation  created  no  impression,  and  received  no  notice  beyond 
being  read. 

MOUSE  or  REPRESENTATIVES. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  letter  signed  by 
Messrs.  McQueen,  Bonham,  Boyce  and  Ashmore,  of  South 
Carolina,  as  follows : 

Sir  :  We  avail  ourselves  of  the  earliest  opportunity  since 
the  official  communication  of  the  intelligence,  of  making 
known  to  your  honorable  body  that  the  people  of  the  State 
of  South  Caroliua,  in  their  sovereign  capacity,  have  resumed 
the  powers  heretofore  delegated  by  them  to  the  Federal 
Government  of  the  United  States,  and  have  thoreby  dis¬ 
solved  our  connection  with  the  House  of  Representives.  In 
taking  leave  of  those  with  whom  we  have  been  associated 
in  a  common  agency,  we,  as  well  as  the  people  of  our  Com 
monwealth,  desire  to  do  so  with  a  feeling  of  mutual  regard 
and  respect  for  each  other — cherishing  the  hope  that  in  our 
future  relations  we  may  better  enjoy  that  peace  and  har¬ 
mony  essential  to  tbe  happinere  ..(  a  free  and  enlightened  1 
people.

Tbe  committee  of  thirteen  Bat  three  hours  to-day,  and 
reached  one  important  result  It  bas  been  constantly  charged 
by  the  Sonth,  and  was  repeated  in  Mr.  Nicholson’s  speech  to¬ 
day,  that  the  growing  power  of  tbe  Republican  party  threat¬ 
ened  amendments  of  the  Constitution  by  which  their  rights  in 
the  States  would  be  impaired,  if  not  destroyed.  To  meet  ibis 
difficnlty  the  Republicans  conferred  together,  and  submitted 
the  following  propositions  through  Mr.  S  eward,  though  they 
were  drawn  by  Messrs.  Grimes  and  Collamer  :

In  any  State  with  the  domestic  institutions  thereof,  including  that  of 
persons  held  to  service  or  labor  by  the  laws  of  snch  State. 

This  was  carried  by  the  following  vote  : 


YEAS— Messrs.  Powell,  Hnuter,  Crittenden,  Seward,  Dongls*. 
Collamer,  Wade,  Bigler,  Iiicc,  Doolittle,  and  GrimeH — 11. 

NAY'S — Messrs.  Davis  and  Toombs— 2. 

Second :  The  Fugitive  Slave  law  of  1850  shall  be  bo  amend 
ed  on  to  secure  to  the  alledged  fugitive  a  trial  by  jury. 

Mr.  Douglas  proposed  to  amend  by  inserting  “  in  the  8tate 
from  which  the  fugitive  escaped.”  This  was  carried,  and  then 
the  whole  proposition  was  voted  down  by  the  Domocrats,  all 
the  Republicans  sustaining  it. 

Third :  It  shall  be  respectfully  recommended  to  the  several  Stats 
Legislatures  to  review  all  of  their  taws  affecting  the  rights  of  pet 
sons  recently  resident  in  other  States,  and  to  modify  or  repeal  mil 
such  a.*  shall  contravene  the  provisions  of  tbe  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  or  of  any  of  the  laws  made  in  pursuance  thereof. 

This  was  lost  as  follows  : — 


YEAS— Messrs.  Grimes,  Seward,  Wade,  Doolittle,  Collamer  and 
Crittenden— ,6. 

NAYS— Messrs.  Powell,  Hunter,  Toombs,  Douglas,  Davis,  Bigler, 
and  Bice— ,7. 

Tbe  Southern  men  voted  adversely  upon  the  ground  that, 
though  it  was  not  openly  assigned,  this  proposition  would  af¬ 
fect  their  laws  imprisoning  colored  seamen. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  extremists  would  not  sustain  the 
propositions  intended  to  meet  the  very  cases  they  had  specifi¬ 
cally  charged  against  the  North. 

Mr.  Toombs  resolutions  were  then  called  up,  aud  four  of  them 
voted  upon,  Mr.  Douglas  refusing  to  go  upon  tbe  record.  Tbnr 
were  then  postponed  till  Wednesday,  Mr.  Tombs  and  tbe  ul¬ 
tras  resisting  any  delay.

We  have  insisted  that  "speculation"  is  nothing  race  Unity 
different  from  gambling.  To  make  this  point  clear,  we  now

Floor,  ia  barrels  of  uniform  weight  and  quality,  stamped 
“superfine"  by  the  duly  authorised  inspector,  becomes  n 
known  quantity,  representing  a  fixed  raioe,  (except  ae  the 
price  Tories)  equally  appreciable  and  as  well  understood  as 
the  silver  dollar  The  ooly  thing  to  be  varied  is  the  nuro 
her  of  dollars  that  shall  go  to  purchase  the  barrel  of  floor 

Promissory  notes  are  exchanged  between  the  parties — tbs 
ooe  promising  so  many  barrels  ot  flour — the  other  promis¬ 
ing  so  many  dollars,  both  payable  at  some  future  day  agreed 
upon  between  them -the  transaction  being  made  when  the 
one  party  has  no  flour  and  knows  not  where  it  is  to  come 
from,  nor  when,  how,  or  of  whom  be  is  to  get  it,  or  at  what 
price,  the  other  being,  perhaps,  equally  ignorant  as  to 
where,  of  whom,  or  on  what  terms,  he  shall  get  hold  of  his 
money. 

Wo  once  resided  for  a  year  or  two  in  a  city  of  which  Jlour 
was  the  principal  article  of  purchase  from  the  country  ly¬ 
ing  back  of  it,  for  the  use,  mainly,  of  export,  const-wise  or 
abroad,  or  for  sale  to  those  who  wished  to  ship  it  for  expor¬ 
tation.  Besides  the  regular  dealers  in  flour,  (Mine  of  them 
dealing  exclusively  in  that  article,  some  connecting  it  with  - 
the  tale  of  other  produce  and  foreign  merchandise)  there 
were  many  mere  nominal  flour  dealers  who  could  pro¬ 
perly  be  called  by  no  other  name  than  flour  speculators  or 
flour  gamblers,  the  sum  total  of  wboee  operations  added 
uothing  to  the  facilities  of  legitimate  interchange  or  com¬ 
merce,  but  serioualy  impeded  it,  and  rendered  it  haxardous 
for  merchants,  properly  so  called,  to  deni  in  the  article. 

To  make  the  matter  worse,  there  were  few,  even  among 
the  respectable  merchants  who  did  not,  at  timea,  dabble 
more  or  lees,  in  this  gambling  process,  and  Mmetimes  to  a 
ruinous  extent ;  always  at  an  imprudent  hazard 
j  A  man  having  a  mere  office  or  compling  room,  without 
accommodations  for  storing  twenty  barrels  of  flour  would, 
in  this  way,  buy  and  sell  scores  of  thousands  of  Barrels  of 
1  flour  yearly,  and  perhaps  without  seeing,  or  in  rtajity,  pos- 
arering  five  hundred  barrels  of  matter-of-fact  floor,  in  all 
that  time.
